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SECTION  51.  The  forms  and  style  in  which  the  printing  or  binding 
ordered  by  any  of  the  departments  shall  be  executed,  and  the 
'  material  and  the  size  of  type  to  be  used,  shall  be  determined  by 
the  Public  Printer,  having  proper  regard  to  economy,  workmanship, 
and  the  purposes  for  which  the  work  is  needed. 


Due  regard  will  be  given,  however,  to  the  wishes  of  the  representa- 
tives of  bureaus  ordering  work  when  they  do  not  conflict  with  proper 
economy  and  workmanship. 


NOTE  TO  EDITORS 


In  editing  copy  for  machine  composition,  in  the  interest  of  economy 
and  dispatch,  editors  will  note  that — 

(1)  Only  the  display  type  marked  with  a  star  (-*•)  can  be  used  for 
run-in  side  heads  in  monotype  composition. 

(2)  In  preparing  straight  matter,  with  the  exception  of  caption  and 
chapter  headings  and  the  Ronaldson  series,  the  display  type  that  can 
be  set  on  either  the  monotype  or  linotype  machines  must  be  used. 

(3)  The  terms  "5  die",  "3  upper",  and  "3  lower"  indicate  the  equip- 
ment or  number  of  machines  that  can  be  used  on  the  font. 

The  term  "job"  indicates  an  equipment  of  sort  matrixes  only;  there- 
fore all  type  thus  designated  will  have  to  be  hand-set.  The  letters 
M  and  L  at  the  end  of  display  lines  indicate  monotype  and  linotype 
faces  respectively.

Ho  has  dissolved  Representative  JIouhi-h  repeatedly,  for 
opposing  with  manly  firmness  his  invasions  on  the  righta  of  tho  people.  Ho  has  refused  for  a  long  time,  after  such  dis- 
solutions, to  cause  others  to  be  elected;  whereby  tho  Legislative  powers,  incapable  of  Annihilation,  have  returned  to 
the  People  at  large  for  their  exercise;  the  Stato  remaining  in  the  meantime- exposed  to  all  tho  dangers  of  invasion  from 
without,  and  convulsions  within.

He  has  combined  with  others  to  subject  us  to  a  jurisdiction  foreign  to  our  constitution,  and  unacknowledged 
by  our  laws;  giving  his  Assent  to  their  Acts  of  pretended  Legislation:  For  quartering  largo  bodies  of  armed  troops  among 
us:  For  protecting  them,  by  a  mock  Trial,  from  punishment  for  any  Murders  which  they  should  commit  on  the  Inhabit- 
ants of  these  States:  For  cutting  off  our  Trade  with  all  parts  of  the  world:  For  imposing  Taxes  on  us  without  our  Con- 
sent: For  depriving  us  in  many  cases,  of  tho  benefits  of  Trial  by  jury:  For  transporting  us  beyond  Seas  to  bo  tried  for 
pretended  offenses:  For  abolishing  tho  free  System  of  English  Laws  in  a  neighboring  Province,  establishing  therein  an 
Aribitrary  government,  and  enlarging  its  Boundaries  so  as  to  render  it  at  once  an  example  and  fit  instrument  for  intro- 
ducing the  same  absolute  rule  into  these  Colonies:  For  taking  away  our  Charters,  abolishing  our  most  valuable  Laws, 
and  altering  fundamentally  the  Forms  of  our  Governments:  For  suspending  our  own  Legislatures,  and  declaring  them- 
selves invested  with  power  to  legislate  for  us  in  all  cases  whatsoever.  Ho  has  abdicated  Government  here,  by  declaring 
us  out  of  his  Protection  and  waging  War  against  us.  He  has  plundered  our  seas,  ravaged  our  Coasts,  burnt  our  towns, 
and  destroyed  the  lives  of  our  people.  Ho  is  at  this  time  transporting  largo  Armies  of  foreign  Mercenaries  to  compleat 
t he  works  of  death,  desolation  and  ti/ran  n  y,  already  begun  with  circumstances  of  Cruelty  &  -perfidy  scarcely  paralleled 
in  the  most  barbarous  ages,  and  totally  unworthy  the  Head  of  a  civilized  nation.    He  has  constrained  our  fellow-Citizens

Ho  has  called  together 
legislative  bodies  at  places  unusual,  uncomfortable,  and  distant  from  the  depository  of  their  public  Records,  for  the  sole 
purpose  of  fatiguing  them  into  compliance  with  his  measures.  He  has  dissolved  Representative  Houses  repeatedly,  for 
opposing  with  manly  firmness  his  invasions  on  the  rights  of  the  people.  He  has  refused  for  a  long  time,  after  such  dis- 
solutions, to  cause  others  to  be  elected;  whereby  the  Legislative  powers,  incapable  of  Annihilation,  have  returned  to 
the  People  at  large  for  their  cxerciso;  tho  State  remaining  in  tho  meantime  exposed  to  all  tho  dangers  of  invasion  from 
without,  and  convulsions  within.

Such  has  been  the  patient 
sufferance  of  these  Colonies;  and  such  is  now  the  necessity  which  constrains  them  to  alter  their  former 
Systems  of  Government.   The  history  of  the  present  King  of  Great  Britain  is  a  history  of  repeated  injuries 
and  usurpations,  all  having  in  direct  object  the  establishment  of  an  absolute  Tyranny  over  these  States. 
To  prove  this,  let  Facts  be  submitted  to  a  candid  world.    He  has  refused  his  Assent  to  Laws,  the  most 
wholesome  and  necessary  for  the  public  good.    He  has  forbidden  his  Governors  to  pass  Laws  of  immediate 
and  pressing  importance,  unless  suspended  in  their  operation  till  his  Assent  should  be  obtained ;  and  when 
so  suspended,  he  has  utterly  neglected  to  attend  to  them.    He  has  refused  to  pass  other  Laws  for  the  accom- 
modation of  large  districts  of  people,  unless  those  people  would  relinquish  the  right  of  Representation  in 
the  Legislature,  a  right  inestimable  to  them  and  formidable  to  tyrants  only.    He  has  called  together  legis- 
lative bodies  at  places  unusual,  uncomfortable,  and  distant  from  the  depository  of  their  public  Records, 
for  the  sole  purpose  of  fatiguing  them  into  compliance  with  his  measures.    He  has  dissolved  Representative 
Houses  repeatedly,  for  opposing  with  manly  firmness  his  invasions  on  the  rights  of  the  people.    He  has 
refused  for  along  time,  after  such  dissolutions,  to  cause  others  to  be  elected;  whereby  the  Legislative  powers, 
incapable  of  Annihilation,  have  returned  to  the  People  at  large  for  their  exercise;  the  State  remaining  in 
the  meantime  exposed  to  all  the  dangers  of  invasion  from  without,  and  convulsions  within.    He  has  en- 
deavored to  prevent  the  population  of  these  States;  for  that  purpose  obstructing  the  Laws  of  Naturaliza- 
tion of  Foreigners;  refusing  to  pass  others  to  encourage  their  migrations  hither,  and  raising  the  conditions 
of  new  A.ppropriations  of  Lands.

In  Yiddish  (printed 
in  Hebrew  characters),  however,  divisions  are  made 
when  necessary,  particularly  in  newspaper  work,  and 
this  practice  is  followed  in  the  Government  Printing 
Office.
